| Sir Samutl Baldwin, one of iis Majeſties Serjeants at Law opened the Charge as fol-

Sir Samuel Baldwin, May it pleaſe your Lordſhip and you Gentlemen of the Jury, 
the perſons here before you ſtand indifted for High Treaſon , they are five 1n number , 
three of them are Jeſuits, ore Is a Prieſt, the fifth is a: Layman, pecſons ficly prepared for 
the work in hand, 

Gentlemen, it &. not unknown to moſt perſons, nay to every one amongſt us, that 
hath the leaſt obſerved the former tines, how that -ever hince the: Reformation there 
hath been a deſign carried on to ſubvert the Government, and deſtroy the Proteſtant 
Religion eftabiiſhed here in England, for during all the Reign of Queen Elizabeth ſeves 
rall attempts were made by feveral Prieſts and Jeſuits, that came from beyond the Seas, 
(though the Laws were then ſevere againſt them) to deſtroy the Queen, and alrer the 
Religion eſtzbliſhcd hece in England, and to introduce Popery and the Superſtition of 
the Church of Rome. 

But the Conlpirators from time to time, during all the Queens Reign, were diſap- 
Pointed, as Edmond Camtion and ſeveral other Jeſuits, who came over un that time, and 
were exe-uted & did ſiffer for their Treaſons according to Law: at lengt-.,about the [ate 
rerend of the Queens time, a Seminary for the Eng!:{ Jeluits was founded at V alledolid 
in Spain, and you know the emyloyment ſuch perfons have, 

And foon after the Queens death, in the beginning of the Reign of King James (eve- 
ral perſons came over into England from this very Seminary , who, together with one 
Henrp Garnet, Superior of the Jeſuits then in England, and divers other Engliſh Papilts, 
thatched that helliſh Ganpowder-plot ; whereby what was deligned you all know, but a 
it fell out, chele perſous, as well as thoſe in Queen Eiizzbeths time, were likewiſe diſaps 
Pointed for their execrable Treaſons, in the third year of King James, were executed at 
Tyburn and otherplaces, . 

This is evident by the very AC of Parliament in 3o. Jacobi in the preamble whereo 
mention is made that Creſwel and Teſmond Jeſuits, came from V alidoltd in Spazn to exer 
cute this Gaupowder-Treaſon with the Popiſh party here in England. 

And Gentlemen, aſter this Treaſon,ſo miraculouſly diſcovered, was puuiſhed,onewould 
not have thought that any future age would have been guilty of the like Conſpiracy; but 
ic ſo falls out, that the Myſtery of Iniquity and Jeſvitism till worketh, ſor there hath of 
Jate been a fort of cruel bloody minded perſons, who, in hopes to have better ſuccels 
than they had in fo mer times, d:ring the Reigns of Queen Elizabeth and King J.%, 
have ſet 0:1 toot as horrid a Deſign as that of the Giinpowder-Trea/on; I can reſemble 
1 co 19 viher Plor, or Deſign, or Treaſon in any other time, and truely it does reſemble 

that, 1n many particulars : I may ſay, it doth at leaſt equal it, ifnot exceed it. 

I th2'] mention ewo or three particulars, in which this. Plot doth reſemble-that. " 
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Firſt, that horcid Defign was to take away. the Life of the then King, to ſubvert 
he Government, to introduce the Popiſh Religion, and to deſtroy the eftabliſhed pro* 
eſtant Religion in England, and ſo Gentlemen , we think-our proof will make it out, 

at in each of theſe particulars this deſign is the ſame that that was. 

Secondly, the great Actors in that defign were Preiſts and Jeſuits that came from Vale- 
Jolid in Spain and other places beyond the Seas And the great Aﬀtors in this Plot are 
riclts and [eſuits, that are come from St, Omers, and other places beyond the Seas nearer 
ome then Spain. 

Thirdly. That plott was cheifly Guided and mannaged by Henry Garnett, Superiour 
nd provincial of the Jeſaits then in Engleuc; and the great Actor in this deſign , is Mr, 
Vbitebread, Superiour and provincial of the Jeſuits now in Exglandz ſo that I fay in the 
veral particulars it docs reſemble the Gun Powder plot, 

Gentlemen, In this plot of which the Priſoners now itand Indicted leveral Perſons have 
veral parts, ſome of theſe perſons are imployed to keep Correſpondence beyond the 
eas, ( of which more hath been ſaid in anorher place, and ſo I ſhall not ſpeak of it here 
Jthers were to procure and prepare Aid and Atliance here in England, who were to be 
ady when there ſhould be Occafion to uſe ite But the great part thele perſons ( the pri * 
Dners at the Bar, ) were to A in this conſpiracy, was, to take away the life of our S0- 
craigne Lord the Kings on whoſe preſervation the ſafety and welfare of three rations 
and Millions of men ) does depend. Now the fa&s for which the five priſons ſtand 

dicted, I ſhall open thus; |

Cprings, you will ceaſe wondring that all this (hould be attempted, and rather wonder 
that it was not done, 

Miſchiefs have often miſcarried for want of wickedneſs enough ; the Horror of Con» 
cience, or elſe, the Malicc of the Aggrefſor not being equal to the Attempt, has ſome- 
mes prevented the Execution ofic. Here is no room for any thing of this kind : This 
Treaſon proceeds from principles of Religion, from a ſenſe that it is lawful 3 nay, that

Jigion, a want of zeal ; for which one of the Priſoners did pennance, as in the come of 
our Evidence we ſhall prove unto you.
